Bur becauſe chele wretches ſaw how no powet

eondemne all theſe admitable «fires & operatios, 
ſaying they proceeded from witchcraft ,ſotcerie, and 

[the arre Magick. Wherefore I would intreate the 
 Impugaers of our M jracles to teach vs,ty what good 


reaſon weor rhey may defend the puntie of the aut } 


cient miracles of Chriſt, cf his Apoſtles and avartyt!s 
ainſt theiſe their calumniaro:s ; amongſt whome 
me were (o farr perſuadrd that Chriſt himleif was 
8 Magic an,that they bluſhed r.or to affirme , nw 
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had compiled a book of that accutſcd arte , and had Aug. de 


dedicated rhefame to his two chiefe Apoltles Peter colenſu 


and Paw. And this they did to dilgrace and de face 
the miracles that were obieted againſt them by the 
Chriſtians,in defence of their faith. 

Butit is much to be feared that we ſhal haue litcle 
belp of our aduerſaries in this matter, but char they 
wil rather bearc vp thoſe Pagans, ewes, and maho- 
meranes by anſwering for . ng and ſhewing that 
the miracles alcaged by our forefathers wete tricks 
of magick , and ſorcerice, for whatſoeuer rhey can in- 
vent or imagin againſt theſe later mitacles that are 
now wrought in the Catholick Churche, 4ndoub- 
tedly a Pagan Turk or lewe wil in bke manner op- 
pole againit thole former of the Primitive Church, 
ſo that che argument of the old Doors, Martyts, 
Apoliles, and of Chriſt himſelf, drawn from the 
authonue of mirzcles ſhal be quice everthrown,and 
ſhal ſerue forno proof of the yeritie of our Religion. 
It may be perhaps chey wil confonnd the Turks, 
lewes , and Gentiles with ſcirptures, and our of 
them they wil convince thar the miracles of the Pri- 
mitine Church muſt be belceued. I know nor what

Ohn Montaedy born in the Cuntrie of 

Angole ſme in France , beeing nyntie 
yeares of age,dwelling in the Citie of 
Braxell:;,in the yeare 1602. ſexuecd as a 
ſo:dierin the copanie of Ca, MN Anſeen, 
in the Regiment of Count 4.7 Buſywer: 
beeing at the Liege of Oftend in the ny 
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of Flanders, which town at thattyme 
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was held by the rebclles againfſtour Prin- 


ces, ſtanding one night (entenel ypon 


ſome part ot 1e trenches, it happened 
that a canon ball beeing ſhore from 
the crown caried away with it a great 
peece of wood that was not farr of from 
che place where this M#tedy ſtood, which 
came ſo neer ynto his bodie, that foorth- 
with he felt himſelf to be inwardly burſt 
by the wynd and ayre of thefayd pecca 
of wood:as alittle afterwards the rup= 
ture ſhewed it ſelf ypon his left ſyde: and 
ir (o increaced that within three dayes 
ſpace it wasas big as a mannes head : in 
ſo much as he could not poſsibly go bur 
with rwwo crutches,the which he vſcd 
for two yeares together. And the weight

4 the late Chriſtian Schobeke and of 
Antoners yan VVeghelen his wyfe, dwelling 
in the Cirie of Antderp,was fond to haue 
been brooken on both her ({ydes, cuen 
from her cradel, and from the tyme that 
ſhe was but three weekes old. Whereby 
ſhe had infinit incommodites andpaines, 
& principally in her intacic:in ſuch ſorts 


| thacto yecld her (ome help her parents 


made her weare atruſle, (uch an one as 1s 
wount to be applyed, ynto thoſe that are 
broken, and ſhecontinued thus for eight 
yeares : to witt, vnto the yeare 1604. At 
laſt her mother having hard grear re- 
porte of the miracles which were 
wrought by the inuocation of our Ladie 
of Montaigu ſhe reſolued to carrie thither 
her davghter , & there to pray for her 
health: rhe which ſhe did, and beeing ar-

was much abaſhed to behold it: and the.

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ery accalion, & according to the dincr | 
ficies of tymes. Faith 1s the marck where- 
with every one muſt preſent himſelf 
before his eternal Judge ar the Jaſt dread- 
ful day, yf you be defeRtiue herein, there 
ſhalbe graunted you no appeal, you {hal 
peucr atter be ab to remedie Or repalre 
che fault, bur all ſhal be quyre loſt for all 
etcrnitie. O terrible ctermitie Oo dreadlul 
word, O incomprehenſible eternitic, O 
infinic depth and profunditie either ſor 
wealor wo, either for gjorieor paine, 
and yet you make ho more difficultie to 
change your faith and religion then one 
would make tochange his ſhert or coat 
Whar affurance, what tcſtimonie, what 
proof, haue you of yourpretended refor.

- nedinto vanitic and ridiculous foolerie, 
when the dcuil ſhould haue donne as 
much for his own patte , as Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles had donne for their do- 
Arine, that fo the world ſhould not have 
been conuerted, which he held vnder his 
tyrannicall yoke.

Afﬀter- 
wards of Doctor Herman Griffenroy, who 
came from the cirie of Leege, of an other 
Doctor in the town of Haſſelt called Some 
75u3,2 certain Surges called M, Noeld' 4r- 
tbois of an other of Sitert , of a certain 
woman of theſayd cirie of S.Trone, by the 
aduiſe of all theſe ſhe rook many drincks, 
receptes, and medicines , bur all in vaine, 
& without any profit , theſayd flux ſtil 
_ continuing withour ceaſe, beeing for the 
moſt parte of blood ; & fhe thuught the 
thould haue yoyded all her bowells, 
hauing had and that very often tymes, 
aboue thirfie ſtooles within the {pace of 
- a dayand a night, Whereby perceiving 
herſelf paſt all hope of recouerie by any 
humaine meanes, ſhe rook her recours ro 
almightie-God, and ro his holy Mother 
the Virgin Marie, and ſo inthe yeare 1604 
ſhe promiſed to po in pilgrimage to Mont- 
aigu,to Which place ſhe tranſported her-

. only ſhine in Brabant, and in other neer 
neighbouring contries , but did \ hoot 
out euen ynto Holend, and other places 
held by the heretikes 6 rebells againſt 
our Princes, and the enimie of mankynd 
pon that by this way his kingdom 

eganto be troobled, and that by theſe 
ſo euident and infallible teſtimonies not 
only they who in ſome (forte wauered, 
or doubted of rheir Catholik fayth were 
confirmed, but that thoſe alſo who were 
miſl:d & erred in their Religion, would 
thereby come to the knowledge of the 
true faith ; and fo forſake thoſe darck 
miſtesoferror wherewith they were en- 
dironed.

took whome. they carried away with 
them, but thoſe were yery few. And'(o 
making their retreat with the glory of 
ſo honorable an exployr they pafled fur- 
ther within the countrie and fo returned 
into the Camprgne and from thence euery. 
one co his own quarter, with ſmal 9) 
an 
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and bootie, but yet with the honorable 
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tyzle of howſburners, I vb, ao 
and perſecutors of the Mother of God, 
and of her who brought ys foorth our 
z:ernalſaluation , & who with her own 
fleth and blood nouriſhed the bodie and 
fleſ h of the Sauiour of the world, by 
which he ſaued & redeemed ys. A woork 
which at thac o- day of iudgement 
mult expe of the ſoueraine Ivdge(who 
1s her ſonne)ſucha guerdon and recom- 
pence as any man of iudgment may wel 
imagin : ſeeing amogſt morrcal men there 
is none (o ſjmple or baſe mynded that can 
behold his gwn mother abuſed and vn- 
worthelic injuried without ſome inward 
feeling thereof. Which thing all they 
who haue any way conſented or alviſted 
ynto ought ſeriouſly to confider, Alſo 
the reporte is ( not that we affirm it for 
an aſſured truthe ) that many of theſe 
gallants hane alredy experienced the re- 
uenging hand of God vpon them.

the droplie;and for two whole yeares ſhe 
was in that caſe that ſhe could not walk 
in any manner,ne:ther without crurches 
nor with them, having all her bodie ful 
of water, her legges ({woln andas ſiiffe 
as takes , and fo grofle that her heeles 
could not be (een. Belydes this, ſhee had 
an accident in her right {yde aboue the 
hip,as yf ſome of her linewes had been 
ouerſtrained & ouerwreſted, cauſing the 
place to (wel as big as ones filt, which did 
much trooble her. Andalthough ſhe had 
vſed the aduiſe of a certain DoGtor of 
phiſick, and that for a whole yeare,yet he 
could do her no good, inſfomuch that he 
told the patient plainly thathe knew no 
meanes wherby to help her. Afterwards 
in the yeare 1604. about Eaſter hauing 
h-ard of the miracles which were don at 
Montaigu (he was yery deſirous to go thi- 
ther, & to pray there vnto our Ladie for 
her health, And at laſt ſhe (et ker ſelf on

ning thelayd Marie Gerbrants, Wet to Cone 
fels10n with intention ro communicate 
ypon the next day,and to performe her 
deuotion, and for this purpos ſhe remai- 
ned that night m the mountayne : but 
whereas on cheſame night the ſoldiers of 
the hereric i] rebells of Hollid trad vaſſid

he was in that Caſe that he couldnot go 
our of the hows. Whereupon he tran(- 
rted himſelf ro theſayd' Cirie of Aker 
eretotake the counſel and aduiſe of a 
certain ſurgeon called Henyy Panon, int 
whoſe hows he remained about ſome 
three yweekes for this purpoſe : but he 
profited him nothing for al thar he could 
apply vato him 3 and in ſeed of one iſſue 
there enſued another. Aﬀterwardes he 
was couſeled by ſome ro go ro the hag- 
man ofthe Cine, who had him in cuts. 6 
for the ſpace of fifteen dayes, and yerb#:: -. 7 
was nothing holpeti by hign, From cha TW 
ke cauſed himſcltro be carried co the ES 
of Marfhighr, where for the ſpace oF WEE + * - 
nionerttis he pur himſclf into rhe hads of

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of M. Iobn Cornillt, James Haiain , and Petes 
Cronymens: Who all by diuers medicines && 
remedies endeuoured rocure him, bur. 
they acchicued no more then the others 
before: his leg remaning with the former 
ſoares, and was yery much (woln, ſothat 
the patieat was forced to go with two 
crutches. And inthis plighthe remained 
fora long tyme, becing not able to go 
ſomuch as one or two ſteps without . 
his crutches. Whereby being at laſt 
brought ro that pouertie that hT was c6-- 
ſtrairied to procufe his liuing bythe al- 
mc .te of good folk, he was counſeled by 
ſometo goe; yato the great Hoſpital of 
Bruxelles there to be healed and alviſted, 
Where beeing admitted , he continued 
for ſome fower moneths and an half, 
and albeit that he was dayiic viſited by 
M. 1obn Bierens ſ{worn Surgeon of the 
Cie, and by the Religious women of 
\ Theſayd holpical, yet they could neuer 
pot him. Whereupon leaving Bruxelles, 
— hewentto AmWerp, where he was again 
_ #h the Hoſpital for fourteen weekes , and 
 HEwas aſviſtedand dreſſed by two Sur- 
geons, whereof the one was. called M. 
Comelins and the other a, lebn, 6c alch m_ 
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both they and the Phyſitions which yi- 
fited and frequented him, had vied all 
thcir diligence to heale him, yet they. 
profited nothing,ſo thatallthar they did- 
Was 11 Yaine. In ſomuch as beeingour of 
all hope to be cured,he departedout of 
the Hoſpital, and went vp and down a 
deggipg going alwayes with his crutches. 
Afterwards coming tothe Cirie of Maclin 

. he pur bimſelf into the Hoſpital to 
, try yt there he could be holpen : where 
for the ſpace of fix weekes he was in the 
hands of the ſurgeon of: thar Hoſpital, 
dwelling neere to our Ladies Church, 
who alſo ſpared no paynes tocure him: 
but all was fruteleffe, and procured him 
no eaſe, the poor patient continuing 
ſtil in theſayd ſtate , hauing his left leg 
drawn backward,and very crooked, and 
ſo ſtiff, that he thought none was able 
by any force to makeit rightagain. And; 
{0 ſeeing all the remedies thavhe applyed 
there ynro did no good, he remained fil 
lame,not medling any more with phiſick 
or (urgerie, ſaue onely that he took ſome 
plaiſters now from one, and then from 
an other to preſerue his leg from rotting; 
Ithappened thar in the beginningoftie f 
Ih Z} yeare: -* - 
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cles which were wrought at Menteigy 
through inuocation of ovr Ladie, whe- 
reupon he wet with his crutches thether 
from the aforcſayd village of Vaels,where 
hewasat that preſent, and he continued 
for a certain tyme inthe montayne,there 
gaylic praying , and yer at that tyme he 
felr no caſt artall. But wheras afterwards 
he perſeucred in going often tymes in 
pilgrimage to theſayd Mowaige , and in 
viſiting our Ladies Chappel: atthe laſt 
berwixt Eaſter and Whit ſintyde in the 
yeare 1604. (ciourning for ſome ryme on 
theſayd mountayn, and dooing his accu- 
ftomed deuotions at the Chappel, he alſo 
rook of the water that is in theſayd place, 
and daylie waſhed his leg therewith ; 
wherem he found incontinently amend- 
ment, and percciued. thatthe two foarcs 
of his leg ( which were now turned into 
one and was large as bach ones hands ) 
began to heale, and by litle and little to 
decreaſe. Vpon which evet beeing rode. 
partfrom thence, he furniſhed himſelf 


With a good quanritie of that warer ina 


qt, where-with he continued to waſh 
his leg as befe*- and fo bylicle and oY 
tl & wy - 
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cheſayd ſore was made perfeRly whole, 
aj ſwelling of his leg went away. 
Andin the beginning of December in the- 
ſayd yeare 1604. he came againro Ment- 
4jgn with his crutches ( althqugh he had 
alredy felt (o great eaſe thathe yiedthem 
not) and ſtayed there vatilthe ewentith 
of theſayd moneth, daylic walhing his 
leg inthe order as before we haue (ayd: 
&atthattyme it became veryright,ſtrog 
and free from the former euil, inſomuch 
that he left his crutches at aur Ladies 
Chappel , going and walking as perfe. 
Rly as any other: and from thence he 
went on foot withour any paine or grief 
to the Citic of Bruxelles ypon the xxipÞ of 
theſame moneth : where before the ma- 
giſtrates af theſayd Citie he affirmed and 
vnder his othe ſolemnly aueuched the 
thinges that here haue been declared,as it 
apeareth by the atteſtati6 they diſpatched 
heerof, dated theſame day, and ſubligned, 
P. Numas Secretarie of theſayd Cirie,
